The question became more rele- 
vant than ever following the 
managers decision to say no to 
Leicester City — the third time he 
has remained loyal to the Wander- 
ers by turning down thc offer of a 
job elsewhere. 

In his four-and-a-half years at 
Adams Park, Martin has helped to 
transform our club from an average 
Conference team to contenders for 
a place in Division One. So far, all 
of his dreams for Wycombe Wan- 
derers have come true. 

But now that Martin has pledged 
his future to the club, can we repay 
his loyalty by making the next part 
of his vision come true? Martin has 
stayed at Wycombe because he 
believes his ambition to manage a 
Premiership club could be achieved 
right here mn Buckinghamshire. Was 
he right? 

We all talk about the ‘potential’ 
here at Adams Park, but just how 
big a club can we become? We have 
a manager, a team and a ground 
that are the envy of many clubs: We 
have a sound financial base, good 
support and a professional team of

Middlesbarough, Sunderland and 
sheffield United — our current 
crowds would be below average, 

T know that a lot of people are put 
off coming to Adams Park because 
of the problems of getting here and 
parking their cars, which brings me 
to thc second missing ingredient. 
Life could be a lot easier if certain 
people in positions of authority in 
the town could accept that Wycombe 
Wanderers arc here to stay. 

The county couhcil the local 
council and the police authority 
should be going out of their way to 
help the football club. Sadly, that is 
not the case. 

It seems we have to battle for 
every improvement we try tū Carty 


out in and around the stadium. 
 lmagine how much brighter the 
future could be for Wycombe Wan- 
derers if the whole town got behind 
us. In these depressing economic 
times, the success of the local foot- 
ball club is all important to morale 
and productivity = just ask the paliti- 
cians on Tyneside what Newcastle 
United have done for that area. 

| share Martm O'Neill's faith in 
the future of Wycombe Wanderers, 
but I also share his fear that a mix- 
ture of apathy and bureaucratic red 
tape could prevent us keeping pace 
with our own ambitions, It.

Adults would be encouraged to 
stand behind their children to ena- 
ble the little ones to see the match 
clearly. 

For the family terrace to work 
effectively, and to ensure we do not 
intringe the terms of our safety cer- 
tificate, we would need to issue tick- 
ets to all family terrace members in 
advance of matchdays, up to the 
maximum which could be safely 
accommodated. The entrance price 
for the terrace would be £6.50 for 
adults and £3 for cach child. 

Those families who currently own 
Junior Season Tickets would be 
automatically eligible to use the 
family terrace with their children, 
but would need to obtain tickets in 
advance of the game. 

These are our thoughts on creat- 
ing a family terrace, but we want vou 
to tell us if you think that this is a 
good idea, or indeed if you can think 
of a better one. 

Subject to your ideas, such an idea 
would be tried out on Saturday, Jan- 
uary 2], as an experiment to try and 


overcome the difficulties which small 
children have encountered. 

I am sure we would all like to 
encourage the area's younger fans to 
attend Adams Park and join in what 
is becoming a truly family sporting 
occasion. Please let me have your 
thoughts and ideas by dropping me a 
line at the club by no later than 
December 31, 1994.
